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If you have-’i't yet heard of the Voikswagens, or seen them play, it's 
not surprising as ttiey haven'tplayed a great deal yet , and are still 
a fairly new band, but are worth the effort a-^d money* I saw them at 
Scamp's in the "hew Wave Comp," many month's ago, not the best place to 
see any band{ sound it's usual crappy self, but above.- all the problems 
they seemed a very interesting band. Totally different fashion wise 
and-'ica music wise to any other local band, short hair and what they 
call "second hand clothes as they can't afford i.ew oneS^" They had a 
drum machine then but now have a drummer as well: 

"We had a drum machine in the beginiiig because one was lying around, 
and a druimier wasn't, now we use both."

They are between i9 ana ZJ 
and although they a.-i hate the place, most of them sometimes admit 
to having iuttempted to do various courses at the po...ytechnic. 

How did they start? ?? 

Usual story, friends talking about forming a band while trying to 
remain vertical around a beer bottle; 

"The main ooject for us st.^rt-..iig was to do soiuethiiig active ratner 
than passive as a group of friends as oppossed to ci. group of semi — 
musica^. type persons wnere the group was a place you went to do 
something. The friendship e. ement we think very important so as to 
aj J.OW us to keep it intimate ana critical at the same time." 

After months of talking abo-^t it, they actually got theu.seaves organ- 
-ised and did their first gig at the Pheonix with' widely acclaimed' 
bands amber Sip'uad + Lucas aid (?;,then after that Standard Issue 
asked txhem to play with them at the Scamp's Lew Wave comp. They 
didn't really want to do it because they ihougnt they weren't quite 
ready for it but aid it anyway, for the practice, they actually 

came second in the fina.. and won themselves prize money. They 

were 'quite surpris'ea at the atteution they 
got from the audience which they assured me 
were not j xst ail their frie^^ds. Paul; 

"When we started we expected everyone to hcxte 
us, we were s-irprised that people paid any 
attention, some even seemed to like us."

So far David, Francis and Paul write the 
group’s lyrics, the music comes from indi- 
-vidual ideas while rehearsing,' the songs 
follow on from a general idea, ’’t^uite spon- 
-taneous at first, then becoming more critical 
as it goes along. We change things around 
as of ten as we can to try to keep theui fresh 
and keep us all interested in them.” 

Their taste in music ranges from Cabaret 
Voltaire, Pere Ubu, to Tamla Motown and incl- 
-udes anything from theatre songs to jazz to 
religious requiemsj but maintain that they are 
probably more influenced by things that aren't 
music i.e. money, etc,

(Thames Polytechnic Cellair Bar, 
London—October 17th) 


Pour bloody hours of wet 
travel down a blocked Ml,and three 
times around Woolwich before we 
found the right part.Not the most 
joy-inspiring prelude to a gig, 
London or not. 

The Cellar bar of Thames Poly 
is not huge or trendy - in fact it 
is a bit of a pit even tho* they 
have painted and tarted it up a 
little since last term.But this is 
my second visit & again it eminates 
a feeling of amused interest. 

When we finally arrived at 
10.15 there was an air of subdued 
panic.Half of the Newmatics co¬ 
llective had not got there yet,and 
the Sinatras were already two num¬ 
bers into their set.They(Sinatras) 
looked grim & tense,I don't think 
they were really enjoying them«- 
selves;and the sound wasn't exactly

owed soon with a new album.//The support band on the major part of the 
tour has been thg Leicester based reggae band,'Tegari'.To watch,they 
weren't the most excitng band I've seen,but when you've listened to them 
-em you just couldn't help but move to the tight pulsing rhythms that 
they produce.Iwas amazed as well to hear,that this band(which can match a 
ot of top-line Reggae bands that I've heard)was only formed just a few mon 
-ths ago.//l saw a few puzzled looks from some 'hard core punks' as the Slits 
came on,Ari & Viv both wearing dresses & Tessa in black Harem pants & sweat¬ 
er. Sorry Kids there wasn't going to be any spirit of '77 that night, 
[’hey began their set with their single "In the beginning" -'Tribal 
funk',as someone described it - and quite accurately too.The 
pounding beat from drummer Bruce Smith proved irrisistable.
